per  cent  Moslem,  Arab  and  Christian,  and  7 
per  cent  Jewish. 

Feeling  the  declaration  to  be 
unwarranted  and  mrsinterpreted,  the 
speaker  noted  that  it  did  not  “establish  in 
Palestine  a Jewish  national  state”  and  did 
not  apply  to  the  possesion  of  the  entirety 
of  Palestine  by  returning  Jews. 

“It  also  provided  that  the  existing  rights 
of  the  non-Jewish  community  be  herewith 
guaranteed,”  said  Lilienthal. 

“There  will  be  no  peace  in  the  Middle 
East  until  the  1 .5  million  Arab  refugees  are 
given  thje  right  to  return  home  or  be 
compensated,”  Dr.  Lilienthal  claimed. 

Calling  the  U.S.  “partially  responsible,” 
he  stated,  “We  should  help  to  bring  them 
back.”  Israel,  he  explained,  must  be 
transformed  into  a bi-national  secular  state 
where  Arabs  and  Jews  can  live  side  by  side. 

“The  U.S.  must  revert  from  an  Israel  first 
policy  to  a policy  of  justice.  We  have 
driven  the  Arab  world  to  turn  to  the  Soviet 
Union  for  diplomatic  help,”  he  said. 

Lilienthal  justifies  his  attitude,  often 
called  “anti-semitic,”  by  claiming  that  the 
Old  Testament  prophecy  of  a return  to 
Palestine  was  fulfilled  centuries  ago  and 
that  a people  of  true  Hebrew  descent  no 
longer  exists  due  to  inter-marrying  of 
Arabs  and  Jews. 

“I  do  not  consider  Mrs.  Golda  Meir ....  a 
modern  day  Messiah  leading  them  back,” 
Lilienthal  quipped. 

“After  all,  Arabs  are  first-class  Semites, 
too,”  he  said.  Further,  he  stated  that 
Zionism  is  not  necessarily  Judaism.  “All 
Jews  are  not  Zionists  and  I’m  certain  that 
all  Zionists  are  not  Jews.”

Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve  Apostles  will  be  the  featured 
speaker  at  the  95th  Founder’s  Day 
Convocation,  President  Wilkinson 
announced  today. 

Open  to  the  public,  alumni,  and  friends 
of  the  University  as  well  as  students,  the 
assembly  will  be  held  Friday,  Oct.  23,  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  Founder’s  Day  Convocation  will  also 
feature  the  honoring  of  six  distinguished 
BYU  alumni  coming  from  Connecticut  to 
California  who  have  contributed  greatly  to 
their  church,  community  and  university, 
and  to  their  respective  businesses  and 
educational  circles. 

The  convocation  will  take  place  Friday 
to  allow  returning  alumni  to  attend  and 
stay  over  for  Saturday's  parade,  football 
game  and  other  events.  Since  the 
convocation  is  Friday  at  10  a.m.,  classes 


for  that  day  and  time  will  be  held 
Thursday  at  10  a.m.,  which  is  the  normal 
Forum  Assembly  time. 

Also  participating  will  be  a combined 
chorus  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  R.

(Editor's  note:  Judy  Miller  in  the 
traffic  department  of  the  BYU 
Security  Office  explains  that  fines  are 
determined  by  the  Traffic  Committee 
[which  includes  students] . She  says: 
"Last  year  there  were  too  many 
students  parking  in  faculty  and  service 
areas,  so  the  fines  were  increased." 
Fines  for  parking  at  the  yellow-marked 
curbs  or  in  the  middle  of  the  road,  will 
probably  not  increase  unless  students 
insist  pn  parking  in  those  areas.) 


Ph.D.’s  are  in  genuine  trouble. 

What  else  is  new?  What  is  new, 
according  to  a Lon  Barton 
Associates  (Los  Angeles) 
counsellor  who  deals  with  the 
problem  on  a day  to  day  basis  is 
that  far  too  many  of  these 
over-specialized  professionals, 
actually  still  aren’t  aware,  of  the 
dimension  of  the  problem. 

Clem  Easly,  in  charge  of 
Cadillac’s  rubber  and  plastics 
division,  points  to  a recent  trade 
show  in  Chicago  attended  by 
some  1,700  people.  Products  were 
still  being  sold,  weighty  scientific 
papers  were  being  read,  but  in 
actuality  many  of  these  1,700  had 
come  to  Chicago  looking  for 
another  job. 

One  of  the  classics  of  a recent 
trade  and  professional  show  was  a 
roundtable  discussion  participated 
in  by  representatives  of  five 
different  universities  on:  Why  we 
can’t  ‘sell’  our  Ph.D.’s. 

For  Easly  the  answer  was  easy: 
“Bachelor  and  master  of  science 
candidates  are  taught  by 
professors,  Ph.D.  candidates  are 
taught  by  other  Ph.D.’s  and  the 
disease  is  communicative. 

“Obviously  pure  research  was 
badly  needed  to  give  our 
corporations  a competitive  edge 
six  or  seven  years  ago,  but  now 
this  retreat  from  immediacy  is  a 
luxury  they  can’t  afford,”  he 
commented. 

Easly  sees  only  rubber  and 


plastics  candidates.  For  Barton 
the  problem  is  multiplied  because 
he  and  others  in  management  in 
Chicago  and  Los  Angeles  must 
filter,  sift  through  the 
backgrounds  of  every  applicant 
and  then  send  them  to  the  proper 
one  of  more  than  100  executive 
counsellors. 

“Too  many  of  them  (Ph.D.’s) 
are  still  living  in  a dream  world. 
Obviously,  there  is  more  demand 
for  M.B.A.s,  but  this  retreat  from 
reality  is  just  as  bad  if  not  worse 
with  the  business  graduates  and  it 
is  our  painful  job  to  give  them  all 
a bit  of  shock  therapy,”  Barton 
explained. 

OK,  what  do  you  do  when  the 
fat  is  in  the  fire?  Easly  has  already 
discussed  one  major  need-to 
recognize  the  problem,  that  while 
your  specialty  is  in  great  demand 
now,  it  just  might  be  obsolete 
tomorrow. 

“I’m  sure  some  of  the  victims  of 
the  solid  state,  printed  circuit 
revolution  are  still  scratching  their 
heads,  wondering  what  happened. 

“The  most  important  lesson 
from  all  this  is  that  all  of  us 
should  develop  supplementary 
skills,  other  interests  on  which  we 
can  lean  when  the  going  gets 
rough,”  Easly  said. 

One  of  the  best  illustrations  of 
his  point  is  an  applicant  with  a 
Ph.D.  degree  from  a highly 
respected  British  university  who 
was  in  basic  research  in  this 
country  with  the  same  firm  for 


nine  years  and  making  an 
excellent  salary. 

One  day  this  man  woke  up  to 
the  fact  that  he  and  his  entire 
department  had  been  declared 
surplus  by  a cost-cutting  hatchet 
man.  He  could  have  gone  over  to 
the  six  or  seven  other  firms  doing 
similar  work  except  that  his 
friends  were  amply  staffing  those 
departments. 

Easly,  in  checking  his  resume, 
discovered  that,  as  a kind  of 
hobby,  the  Ph.D.  had  been 
studying  law  at  night.  In  a fairly 
short  time  he  had  a job  for  him  as 
a patent  attorney  candidate  and, 
with  his  scientific  background  he 
is  making  a valuable  contribution 
to  the  company  which  now 
employs  him. 

Not  all  cases  are  this  clear  cut. 
yet  it  took  an  employment 
counsellor  to  discover  the 
cross-over.  All  of  us,  without 
exception,  according  to  Barton 
and  Easly,  have  got  to  get  over  the 
assumption  that  our  jobs  are 
indispensable,  that  no  one  else  can 
fill  them,  and  start  looking  in 
other  directions.  The  direction 
may  be  totally  unrelated.  It  may 
be  a hobby  that  you  can  turn  into 
$$  income. 

The  important  thing  is  to  realize 
this  inevitability  of  change  and  to 
be  able  to  come  up  with 
constructive  alternatives  before 
technological  or  plain  business 
unemployment  catches  up  with 
you.

Troop  pullout  completed 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)-Kishi,  a 
German  Shepherd  who  sniffs  out 
narcotics  for  customs  agents, 
surprised  no  one  Wednesday  when 
he  identified  the  “planted” 
marijuana  during  a White  House 
demonstration.  But  he  surprised 
everybody,  even  his  handlers, 
when  he  found  a package  of 
hashish  that  nobody  knew  was 
there. 

With  President  Nixon  and  a 
group  of  broadcasting  executives 
watching,  the  Customs  Service 
lined  up  about  30  parcels  on  the 
White  House  lawn.  One  was  a 


“plant”-a  double-wrapped  brick 
of  marijuana.  The  others  were 
taken  at  random  from 
unprocessed  packages  received 
from  foreign  countries  at  the 
District  of  Columbia  post  office. 

Kishi  started  down  the  line,  his 
leash  held  by  handler  Harold  Witt 
of  San  Francisco.  He  quickly 
smelled  out  the  marijuana  “plant” 
and  then,  to  the  consternation  of 
his  handlers,  began  to  sniff  at  a 
second  package. 

But  Witt,  under  instructions  to 
hurry  the  demonstration  so  Nixon 
could  get  on  with  his  business, 


quickly  moved  to  an  automobile 
where  another  German  Shepherd 
named  Albert  found  two  packages 
of  marijuana  hidden  under  the 
seat  and  hood. 

With  Nixon,  the  broadcasters 
and  a newsman  gone,  the  curious 
customes  officials  returned  to  the 
line  of  parcels  and  examined  the 
one  Kishi  had  been  so  interested 


Inside,  they  found  a candle 
about  eight  inches  long  and  four 
inches  thick.  Scraping  away  the 
wax,  they  found  six  or  seven 
ounces  of  hashish. 


SAIGON  (UPI)-U.S. 
spokesmen  Thursday  announced 
official  completion  of  President 
Nixon’s  pahse  four  troop 
withdrawal  program  reducing  U.S. 
troop  strength  in  Vietnam  by 
more  than  50,000  men.  The  U.S. 
Air  Force  completed  its  pullout 
from  Tuy  Hoa  Air  Base. 

U.S.  military  sources  said  the 
target  figure  of  50,000  had 
actually  been  exceeded  slightly.

Julius  Axelrod  probably  was  one 
of  the  last  people  at  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  to  learn  today 
that  he  had  become  America’s 
38th  winner  of  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  in  medicine. 

The  biochemist  is  nothing  if  not 
punctual— he  is  at  his  desk 
promptly  each  morning  at 
8:15-but  on  this,  his  big  day,  he 
was  late.  One  report  was  that  he 
had  a dental  appointment. 

Office  workers  frantically  tried 
to  locate  him  as  the  huge  research 
complex  buzzed  with  the  news  of 
his  Nobel  Prize.  The 
announcement  came  after  hb  had 
left  home. 

One  harried  secretary,  fielding  a 
flood  of  telephone  inquiries  about 
Axelrod,  told  one  caller  she  would 
let  him  know  about  the  scientist’s 
whereabouts  as  soon  as  she  found 
out.  “What’s  your  zip  code?”  she 
asked. 
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He  did  not  specify  when  and  to 
whom  the  Soviet  proposals  were 
made  but  it  was  presumed  they 
were  submitted  to  the  Big  Four 
U.N.  ambassadors  who  have  been 
meeting  on  the  Middle  East  crisis 
in  New  York.

An  industrial  accident  occurred 
in  1952  while  Kush  was  working. 
He  was  struck  in  the  eye  by  a 
piece  of  steel.  In  the  hospital  that 
summer,  doctors  said  that  his 
chances  of  ever  playing  football 
again  were  slight,  but  like  many 
individuals  who  have  the  will 
power  and  the  determination  to 
overcome  handicaps  Frank  Kush 
proved  them  wrong. 

While  at  Michigan  State  in 
1 95  2,  Kush  had  the  greatest 
season  of  his  playing  career.  MSU 
finished  with  a 9-0  record  and 
with  the  national  championship 
tucked  neatly  away,  he  made 
virtually  every  All-America  first 
team  in  the  country.  He  also 
played  in  two  bowl  games  that 
year,  the  Shrine  North-South 
game  at  Miami,  Florida,  and  the 
Senior  Bowl  at  Mobile,  Alabama. 

After  fulfilling  his  military 
obligations,  he  came  to  ASU  as 
line  coach  for  three  years  under 
Dan  Devine.  When  Devine  moved 
to  the  University  of  Missouri  early 
in  1958,  Kush  took  over  top  spot. 

Last  year  had  to  be  one  of  the 
highlights  of  his  career  as  the  Sun 
Devils  swept  to  their  third 
consecutive  8-2  season,  won  their 
first  Western  Athletic  Conference 
title  and  had  nine  players  named 
to  the  first  team  all-league  team. 

Kush’s  winning  formula  is 
simple.  He  believes  coaching 
involves  something  more  than 
building  a winning  football  team.

offset  the  loss  of  six  Cougar 
starters,  but  not  without  losing 
what  little  depth  there  is  in  other 
positions. 

As'  the  situation  now  stands, 
several  players  have  to  carry  dual 
assignments.  Sophomore  Paul 
Howard,  for  instance,  is  playing 
both  defensive  tackle  and  end  on 
the  second  unit,  while  Ray 
Crandall  is  listed  at  the  same 
positions  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  defensive  line. 

But  in  spite  of  the  injuries  the 
season  is  not  over.  There  are  six 
games  remaining  on  the  BYU 
schedule  and  the  Cougar  coaching 
doesn’t  have  time  to  lament  too 
long  over  the  losses  of  key 
personnel. 

They  are  too  busy  preparing  for 
the  upcoming  game,  and  that 
game  now  is  with  the  Arizona 
State  Sun  Devils,  currently  ranked 
number  1 1 in  the  nation  by  the 
UPI. 

One  thing  the  Cats  did  prove  in 
the  Arizona  game  last  week  is  that 
they  can  move  the  football 
offensively. 

Quarterback  Rick  Jones  played 
the  entire  game  on  offense  and 
had  178  yards  total  offense.  Even 
though  he  had  four  passes 
intercepted,  two  of  those  came  in 
desperate  situations  as  the 
Cougars  fought  to  tie  the  game  in 
the  waning  moments  of  the  ball 
game. 

According  to  offensive 
backfield  coach  Les  Miller  Jones 


will  again  go  at  QB  against  the 
Devils. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for  the 
success  of  the  Cats  moving  the 
pigskin  was  sophomore  sensation 
Golden  Richards. 

Richards  came  up  with  six 
receptions  from  his  split  end 
position.  Two  of  those  catches 
were  spectacular  and  certainly 
made  Sun  Devil  scouts  sit  up  and 
take  notice. 

BYU’s  up-to-now  bright  spot, 
its  defense,  had  probably  its 
poorest  game  against  Arizona  as 
Wildcat  ball  carriers  frequently 
slipped  out  of  the  grasp  of  Cougar 
defenders. 

Defensive  Coach  LaVell 
Edwards  will  be  trying  to  recharge 
his  forces  to  stop  the  offensive 
onslaught  of  the  speedy  Arizona 
State  backs.

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Baltimore  World  Champion

What  a difference  a year  makes. 
Last  year  the  Baltimore  Orioles 
were  a sad  and  depressed  baseball 
team  after  losing  four  straight 
games  to  the  amazing  New  York 
Mets,  but  this  was  another  year, 
and  another  series,  and  this  time 
the  Orioles  emerged  as  the  World 
Champions  of  Baseball  with  a 
stunning  9-3  decision  over  the 
Cincinnati  Reds. 

Baltimore’s  dressing  room  after 
the  Mets  series  was  one  of  utter 
silence,  but  the  tempo  expressed 
after  this  year’s  win  was  by  a 
bunch  of  happy  and  jubilant 
Orioles. 

Mike  Cuellar  got  the  starting 
nod  from  manager  Earl  Weaver, 
and  was  roughed  up  in  the  first 
inning  by  the  Reds.  But  the  hard 
throwing  lefthander  reached  back 
into  his  reserve  supply  and  came 
out  firing  from  the  second  inning 
on.  He  allowed  the  usually  hard 
hitting  Reds  only  two  hits  for  the 
remaining  eight  innings. 

Cincinnati  scored  first,  as  was 
the  trend  in  the  series,  but  the 
leads  that  the  Reds  built  up  never 
seemed  to  hold  as  the  charging 
Orioles  battled  back  in  three 
contests  after  Cincinnati  had 
jumped  off  to  quick  leads.  The 
fifth  game  of  the  series  was  no 
exception  as  Cincinnati’s  Pete 
Rose  doubled  after  one  out  in  the 
first.  Rose  scored  on  a single  by 
Johnny  Bench.  Lee  May,  who 
gave  the  Orioles  fits,  promptly 
doubled  off  the  leftfield  wall.  Hal 
MacRae  followed  with  a double  to 
right  center  scoring  Bench  and 
May,  but  that  was  the  end  of  the 
Reds’  scoring  as  Cuellar  proved  to 
be  the  master  and  Cincinnati  the 
slave. 

Baltimore  got  two  runs  back  in 
their  half  of  the  first.  After  the 
first  batter  was  retired  Paul  Blair 
singled  and  came  home  ahead  of 
Frank  Robinson  as  he  hit  his  fifth 
World  Series  homer,  a towering 
shot  into  the  leftfield  grandstand. 
The  Orioles  for  all  practical 


purposes  iced  the  contest  with 
two  runs  in  the  second.  Davy 
Johnson  walked,  Andy 
Etchebarren  singled,  and 
Cincinnati  manager  Sparky 
Anderson  then  replaced  starter 
Jim  Merritt  with  Wayne  Granger. 
Cuellar  lined  to  Pete  Rose,  but 
Mark  Belanger  singled  in  Johnson, 
and  Blair  followed  with  another 
run-producing  single  to  drive  in 
Etchebarren. 

The  Orioles  padded  their  lead 
with  two  runs  in  the  third  when 
Powell  doubled.  Marv  Rettermund 
singled,  scoring  Powell.  After 
Brooks  Robinson  grounded  out, 
Johnson  singled,  scoring 
Rettermund. 

Baltimore  registered  a single 
tally  in  the  fifth  as  Rettermund 
hit  an  opposite  field  homer  over 
the  right  field  foul  pole.  The 
Orioles  scored  their  final  two  runs 
in  the  eighth.  Blair  singled  to  left. 
That  was  followed  with  a single  to 
right  by  Frank  Robinson.  Powell 
hit  a hard  grounder  which 
Cincinnati’s  first  baseman  May 
knocked  down.  The  ball  rolled 
out  into  short  right  field,  but  the 
alert  Tommy  Helms  scooped  up 
the  ball  and  flipped  it  to 
Cincinnati  pitcher  Ray  Washburn 
to  get  Powell  at  first.  Meanwhile 
the  Reds  were  making  the  play  at 


first,  and  Blaif  was  streaking 
around  the  bases  scoring  all  the 
way  from  second.  The  final  Oriole 
run  came  across  the  plate  on  a 
single  to  left  by  Johnson. 

Three  records  were  tied  by  the 
Orioles  and  the  Reds  in  the  1970 
series.  Baltimore’s  Brooks 
Robinson  and  Paul  Blair  tied  a 
World  Series  record  for  the  most 
hits  in  a five  game  series.  Both 
Blair  and  Robinson  recorded  nine 
hits  tying  the  mark  set  by  Bobby 
Richardson  of  the  New  York 
Yankees,  in  1961. 

Cincinnati’s  Lee  May  also  broke 
a 60  year  old  record  set  back  in 
1910  by  Dan  Murphy  of  the 
Philadelphia  Athletics,  for  the 
most  runs  batted  in  in  a five  game 
series.  May  drove  across  eight 
Cincinnati  Reds,  actually  carrying 
Cincinnati  through  the  series. 

The  Orioles  also  broke  another 
Yankee  trademark  record,  the 
homerun,  as  the  bats  of  the 
Orioles  lost  10  balls  to  the  fans  in 
the  bleachers  during  the  five  game 
series.  The  old  record  was  seven 
homeruns  set  back  in  1961  by 
New  York.  Cincinnati  also  hit  five 
homers  in  the  series,  but  it  wasn’t 
enough. 

The  sparkling  defensive  play  by 
Brooks  Robinson  was  the 
highlight  of  this  year’s  series.  The

Beautiful  Day’  creates  euphoria

(The  following  album  is  available  in 
the  BYU  Bookstore:  “Marrying 
Maiden,”  It’s  A Beautiful  Day. 
Columbia.) 

Earlier  this  year,  a group  rightly 
titled  “It’s  A Beautiful  Day” 
silently  placed  an  album  on  store 
shelves  and  quietly  shuffled  away. 
The  album  sat  for  a while,  perhaps 
because  of  its  almost  satirically 
funky  cover. 

Its  success  has  been  like  its 
release-quiet.  But  it  has  been 
phenomenal.  The  album  has  been 
hailed  by  many  as  one  of  the  best 
of  this  year,  a single  by  the  group 
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called  “White  Bird”  soared 
through  all  charts,  and  their 
concerts  became  a must  for  music 
lovers. 


“Marrying  Maiden,”  their  new 
album,  carries  their  definite  and 
deeply  happy  stamp.  Though  not 
as  good  as  the  first,  it  is  still  far 
superior  to  many  of  the  albums 
churned  out  nowadays. 


The  most  distinguishing 
characteristic  of  them  is  the 
versatile  and  sometimes  vague 
violin  of  David  Laflamme,  the 
group’s  best  song  writer.  Its 
ecstatic  peak  notes  and  settling 
low  ones  carry  off  each  song  with 
professional  finesse. 


carries  on  to  heighten  the  happy 
feelings  the  song  produces. 

“It’s  A Beautiful  Day”  is  superb 
whatever  they  do.  The  loss  of 
Linda  Laflamme’s  soft  voice  and 
celesta  talents  are  much  to  be 
missed,  but  her  absence  does  not 
seriously  detract  from  the  sterling 
quality  of  the  group. 

If  one  puts  “Marrying  Maiden” 
on  the  turntable  before  going  to 
bed  and  while  getting  up  in  the 
morning,  he  can  be  sure  that  the 
day  will  be  as  beautiful  as  the 
euphoria  the  music  creates.

Laflamme’s  strings  can  trip  your 
feet  into  a beat  as  in  “Hoedown,” 
a fast  semi-Western  barn  dance 
number,  or  it  can  add  dimension 
to  the  soft  guitar  and  proverbial 
lament  in  “Galileo.” 

In  “Dolphins,”  a beautiful  tenor 
voice  adds  to  the  violin  and  3/4 
beat  to  produce  a sailing  and 
sleeping  rhythm.  And  the  words 
and  voices  in  “Soapstone 
Mountain”  and  “Let  A Woman 
Flow”  can  be  added  to  a list  of 
Laflamme  classics. 

An  interesting  number,  entitled 
“It  Comes  Right  Down  To  You,” 
combines  the  clarinet  with  some 
simple  words  (“and  it’s  the 
sunshine  that  makes  me  feel  so 
fine’’)  to  produce  a 
qua  si-victro  la-dixieland -band 
sound. 

Musically,  the  best  is  “Don  and 
Dewey,”  where  the  French  horn 
rises  to  a piano  and  the  violin
